• Senator Knoi has .been approached 
by Democratic leaders with the re- 
quest that he lend his- assi&Unce 
making the necessary changes in the 
present draft and revising tie consti- 
tution so that it will command the 
support of two-thirds of the Senate. 
He has frankly stated that be is will- 
ing, to do anything" withia -bis power 
to'further the cause of international 
peace, but tie adheres, to bis judgment 
thai tbe constitution as now drafted 
should be rewritten in order to remove 
all the objections. 


Whether the movement to secure a 


compromice will be fmitful cannot be 
foretold. There are many facts, how- 
ever, which give cotor to tbe belief 
thai the President will not stand out 
against 
a compromise proposition 


which has* the same general object 
that he had advocated—the reduction 
of the chances of war to a minimum. 


It is .claimed by Republican leaders 


today that more than, a, majority of 
tbe next Senate have pledged them- 
selves to vote against tie ratification, 
of'a treaty embodying the constitution 
of the league ot nations as it now 
atands. Ratification roauires a two- 
thirds vote, which means tbat S3 sena- 
tors can defeat it, .More than that 
number—39 have signed the resolution 
proposed by Senator Lodge and oppos- 
ing the draft in Its prwent form. Oth- 
ers who have refrained from signing 
have informed the Republican, leaders 
of their intention of standing back of

Democratic leaders are fully advised 


of the temper of the Senate, and they 
will, it is believed, inform toe Presi- 
dent to consent to a compromise 
which would obviate the objections 
raUed against the present draft. What 
reply the President will give is not in- 
dicated, but it has been stated upon 
good authority that he has intimated 
it to be»bis purpose to study closely 
the speeches of Senators Knoi and 
Lodge during his trip abroad, and out 
of this investigation may come a re- 
sol™ to compromise.

Agency Service consists of interpreting' to the public, or to that part of 
it which it is desired to reach, the advantages of a product or service.

And It i» generally conceded that Am- 
erica hae made more progress than any other country 


In the Intelligent -ase of It. 


What has been responsible for thli development7 


How can the force* tk.ni responsible be so understood and 


utilized a* to insure eren greater progreee in the future than m 
the pact? 


Large scale production has been conspicuous in America. 


The manufacture of cormoditiM. in vast quantities and at a re- 
duction in cost, brought them within the financial reach of a 
greatly increased number of people 
Applied to transportation, 


the same large scale operations brought all the markets of the 
•ation wltkin the manufacturers' reach 


From 1860 to 1917 the population of the United States in- 


creased from 11,000,000 to IOJ.000,000 
Manufacturing increas- 


ed enormously 
During the period of industrial expansion fol- 


lowing the Ciril War, it was necessary to do little more than 
Bake products and transport them to the centers of population 
in order to dispose of them at a good profit Business concerned 
iUelf pnmiarty with anance and production 


But by the time this period had reached its height, conditions 


had changed. 
The expansion of the markets /as not keeping 


pace with the possible expansion of manufacturing 
And not 


even the natural increase in population, though augmented by 
immigration, could keep up with the factory output. 
Supply 


became greater than demand Business was checked, not by the 
lack of a potential market, but b> the right means to develop it 


And so manufacturers began, in the latter part of the cen- 


tury, to apply themselves to the problem of large-scale selling 


As business first applied itself to finance and production, im- 


provements in both these phases of it came more rapidly than 
in selling. Up to this time the machinery for selling, with few 
exceptions, constated ot salesmen, jobbers and retailers. Beyond 
the retailer the manufacturer had no means of carrying the ad- 
vantages of his product to the consumer 
The retailer, on the 


other hand, could individually do almost nothing in the way of 
educating the public. He did not have the facilities, nor did the 
sale of any single commodity justify any great amount of educa- 
tional work. 


To increase consumption the consumer had to be reached. 


In proportion as, standards of living could be raised, markets for 
existing commodities could be extended 
And a, sale for new 


commodities could be established ae soon as their advantages 
were understood by the consumer 


Advertising was the solution of this problem of large-scale 


selling. The means of reaching the consumer were at hand 
Newspaper*, magazines, direct mail, street cars, posters and 
painted signs enabled the manufacturer to carr> his message to 
every possible user 


Proprietary medicines and circuses were among tke first to 


use advertising in a conspicuous way, with the result that ad- 
vertising for a tune was confuted with selling or promotion by 
making exaggerated claims 


But gradually sound and conservative business began to rea- 


lize the force of advertising, and slowly but surely its develop- 
ment has followed 


The opportunities afforded by such vast markets offered 


every incentive to make advertising equal to its task 
The prob- 


lem was to make advertising productive in proportion, to the 
markets available 


The manufacturer could develop his own advertising depart- 


ment 
But it was soon found that growth in advertising came 


with specialization 
To interpret to the public the advantages 


of a commodity required inherent personal qualifications, an ac- 
curate knowledge of the population as it constituted markets, 
and a knowledge of the vehicles by which these markets could 
be reached together with a thorough technical training neces- 
sary for their use 


It was evident that this in itself was an undertaking which 


called for organization and specialization 
Such specialization 


was. possible only for those who could apply their entire time to 
the study of advertising, and through constant contact -with a 
variety of problems acquire the necessary experience and judg- 
ment 
, 


The advertising agency afforded the necessary organisation 


and by serving a number of clients was able to render service at 
a fraction of the cost that would be required to maintain an or- 
ganization working on a single problem 


The first agents were, in general, broad-minded, practical 


business men 
But their success was largely a matter of mdi 


vldual ability 
Organized method was needed 
It became neces- 


sary to base operations upon definite knowledge 
So the num- 


ber of agencies grew rapidly 


The American Association of Advertising Agencies is com- 


posed of 111 agencies 
The purpose of the Association is to 


establish, higher and higher standards of training and organiza- 
tion, to make it easier for those who have the inherent qualifi- 
cations to secure the necessary training, and to make it increas- 
ingly difficult for those who lack these qualifications to 
mas- 


querade under the name of advertising agents 


The purpose of the following definition is to afford the ad- 


vertiser, both present and prospective a clearer picture of the 
breadth of service which is available, and 
the 
qualifications 


necessary for carrying on such service 


With this clear conception the advertiser will be in a posi- 


tion to secure that service which is best qualified to meet his 
needs 
He will have a standard by which to judge the qualifica- 


tions of an organization to do any particular kind o'f work, and 
by using discrimination he will help eliminate the waste in ad 
vertising, and thus reduce costs
